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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

1 . The Applicant's amendment, filed 9 September 2008, has been received and 
entered into the record, respectfully and carefully considered. 

2. As a result of the amendment, claims 10, 22, 34, 46, 58 and 70 are amended. 
Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-15, 17-21, 23-27, 29-33, 35-39, 41-45, 47-51, 53-57, 59-63, 65-69 
and 71-72 are canceled. No new claims have been added. Therefore, claims 4, 10, 16, 
22, 28, 34, 40, 46, 52, 58, 64 and 70 are pending in this application. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 9 September 2008 have been fully considered and 
they are persuasive (See Reason for Allowance and allowable subject matter below).

4. As a result of the amendments to the figures, the examiner withdraws the 
pending drawing objection. 

Claim Objections 

5. As a result of the amendment to the claims, the examiner withdraws the pending 
claim objections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112

claim rejections. 

Reason for Allowance 

7. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art does not teach the limitations in independent claims 4, 28 and 52. The 
closest prior art fails to disclose generating connection route information indicating 
which interface of the plurality of interfaces is used to connect the external device that 
has provided the device identification information, and associating the function limit with 
a combination of the device identification information and connection route information 
to obtain a cryptographic key and in combination with all other claim limitations in the 
claims.
